Amazing Revelations of Loot- 
ing of Public Dor 


INVOLVE MEN OF PLACE. | 


Men Included in Wide- 
spread Conspiracy, 


Washington, D. C., May 23.-—[Special.}— 
Amazing revelations of 6 conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States of millions of dollars’ 
Worth of mineral and timber lands will be 
laid before the grand juries of half a dosen 
states within a few days. 

The frauds, it is alleged, will involve tn 
criminal charges the names of men high in 
business and political circles. They include: 

One United States senator. 

One former United States senator.

Two of the wealthiest lumber barons tn the 
United States. 

Mumerous emailer fry, including railroad 
efMicials, coal operators, and men et the head of 


fuel oo 

These men, whose names for obvious rea- 
| sons, cannot be made public before the grand 
| Jury acts, It is declared here will surely be in- 
dicted by the evidence which is now in the 
hands of United States district attorneys in 
half-a dosen western cities. — 

These frauds, it was declared today in an 
oficial quarter, extend inte a number of 
states, including California, Colorado, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Idaho, Montana, Minnesota, 
and the Dakotas. 

Much ‘éf the evidence in these frauds wae 
obtained by Detective Burns, who is engaged 
in the municipal graft prosecution in San 
Francisco and by Francis J. Heney, who ts 
prosecuting the same San Francisco grafters. 
Upon the conclusion of their work in San 
Francisco, Attorney Heney and Detective 
Burns are expected to return to the govern- 
ment service for the prosecution of the tim- 
Der and mineral land thieves. Some of the 
grafters in San Francis¢e also are said to be 
hhiplicated in the frauds. 

Startling Evidence of Fraud. 

The traude have been under 
by the secret agents of the interior depart 
ment for more than three years: These 
secret agents have unearthed startling evi- 
dence showing that the public domain has 


Uterally been looted by corporations who 


have been protected and aided in their opera- 
tions by United States senators and federal 
officials. 

Most of the lands acquired by the so-called 
conspirators Were timber tracts in the west, 
of which hundreds of thousands of acres 
have been taken from the public domain. 


How Frauds Were Worked. 

In some instances the services of “ dim- 
my entrymen were utilized for the purpose. 
In Others the title was obtained through 
the use of lieu land scrip. 

In obtaining the conviction of the men said 
to be involved the government expects to 
regain possession of large areas of forest 
land, some of which have been in the hands 
of lumber operators for many years. Much 
of the land, it is understood, has not yet 
been cut over. 

It is admitted by certain officials that in a 
number of instances the offenders will be 
immune from ¢riminal prosecution owing to 
the fact that the statute of limitation will 
apply, but in all euch cases the title to the 
land will revert to the government.

cago vote against adopting the new charter. 

Says County Needs Change. 

Aces to Mr. Shepherd’s reasoning, 
Cook county's revenge could be increaged 
$425,000 a year by the répeal of the Juul act. 
Under the operation of the Juul law, it was 
pointed out, the sanitary district has not been 
able to levy a single dollar for operating ex- 
penses, and the county government steadily 
has been running behind. 

Attorney Shepherd was sustained in hie ar- 
guments by Ald. Milton J. Foreman, Prot. C. 
E. Merriam, and Ald, Frank I. Bennett, mem- 
bers of the charter convention, and Attorney 
Harry A. Lewie and Assistant Attorney W. 
F. Struckmann of the county boaad. 


Bennett Hits Juul Act. 

Ald. Bennett declared the Juul act was 
vicious legislation with no right upon the 
statute books. By levying a strnight as- 
sessment, without any such ecaling process 
as provided for in the dual low, he sadd, the 
rate would not exceed 6 per‘cent. The Juul 
act could he knocked “ higher than a kite” 
by any one who would take it into the courts,

Ald. Foreman called attention to the fact 
that the real estate men had failed W appear 
before the charter commission when the ro- 
peal of the Juul law was up for discussion.

passer to represent himself as an in- 

terne from a hospital or as a physician. The 
sharper makes a purchase of hospital sup- 
plies at a drug store, generally of some tri- 
fling character, and orders them delivered 
at the hospital or at his office, if he be repre- 
senting himself as being in private prac- 


tice. - 
With this seeming proof of character and 
indication of identity, the tradesman fre- 
quently falls to the trick of cashing a check, 
either fo or signed: by a person with no 
funds. sharper pockets the difference 
between the face of the check and the price 
of the articles he has 
tradesman delivers the supplies, only to find 
— they have not been ordered. The sharper 
has made his escape with $5 or $6 profit. 

The check usually gets to the bank on which 
it was drawn, and financial tnstitutions 
have become exceedingly weary of having 
the bad paper shoveled.in on them. Hence, 
the efforts being made to run down the sharp- 
ers and to warn tradesmen not to cash checke 
offered by stranger. 


Amounts Obtained Usually Small. 
In most instances amounts obtained have 


been small. The con men have been con- 


tent to play the game small, but often. In 
one instance which is being investigated the 
amount was 6200. This check was stopped 
by a State street merchant whose suspicions 
became aroused. It was a cleverly executed 
forgery and had been certified by a bank. 
the names used on bogus checks 
turned over by the banks for investigation 
were the following: Henry Mauszy, Gust. 
Anderson, J. W. Harvey, Charles V. Lyman, 
John Carlson,. Harry C. Montgomery, 
Charles L. Thompson, Charles L. Montgom- 
ery, A. L. New, R. Wilson, J. M. Crennan. 


One Man Gent to Prison. 
William F. Olsen, who was working the 
game, has been sent to the bridewell for 
eight months. Several other men ‘are at 
Sheffield avenue police station awaiting 
trial, and lines are out to get a number of 
others to whom forgeries have been traced. 
There seems to be a large increase each 
week, said John Hill, president of HWl's 
National Reporting company, which is run- 
ning down some of the bogus checks. The 
losses to tradesmen have been considerable

has been caused the banks. The best remedy 
is to advise all tradesmen against cashing 
any checks for strangers. This is the best 
if not the only way to put a complete stop 
to the fraud.”
